Tips Given on Cyclamen 
Iris and Lawn Care 


by lawn moth larvae. 

If you suspect the critters, 
ask your nurseryman to rec¬ 
ommend a spray. One—occa¬ 
sionally two—thorough ap¬ 
plications is usually suffi¬ 
cient for control. 


Cyclamen, like tuberous 
begonias, grow from tubers 
and like begonias, demand 
a loose, rich planting mix 
with perfect drainage. If 
you plant tubers now, they 
will bloom November to 
April. Likewise seedling 
transplants. 

But members of the Cali- 
ornia Association o£ Nur- 
erymen also offer Florist 
Cyclamen in full bloom and 
past experience has shown 
that these can be kept in 
bloom right through summer 
and fall and into spring. 

Cost per plant is slightly 
higher this way, but the re¬ 
wards are worth it.

THE MAN WHO didn’t 
drown because he couldn’t 
swim—last week . . . 

Two Long Beach anglers, 
H. Krutzfeldt, skipper of 
Pierpoint’s Sabre, and Jed 
Welsh, manufacturer of fish¬ 
ing lures, set out early Fri¬ 
day morning in a tiny 14- 
foot outboard from Avalon, 
hooked a marlin only a few 
minutes out, by nightfall had 
been towed seaward midway 
between San Clemene Island 
and Catalina. 

After a 6% -hour battle, 
Welsh managed to bring the 
fish alongside the boat for 
gaffing. 

But by then, the fuel was 
gone, the steering gear was 
broken and they were hope¬ 
lessly adrift in total dark¬ 
ness amid increasingly rough 
seas. 

Too, the marlin’s blood 
had attracted a huge bonito 
shark. 

They were rescued the 
next day by a Coast Guard 
cutter. 

But they would surely 
have been dead except for 
the fortunate inability of one 
man. 

At one point during the 
night, when it seemed al¬ 
most certain they would be 
swamped by towering waves, 
whipped along by a nipping 
southeasterly wind, Krutz- 
feltd said to Welsh, “Maybe 
we’d better try to swim for 
it, Jed.” 

Welsh answered, “I can’t 
swim.” 

So, the decision made, they 
stayed—and lived. 

At 4:55 p.m. Saturday, the 
charter boat Sabre, with 
skipper Krutzfeldt at the 
helm, steamed past the Long 
Beach Lighthouse flying the 
traditional marlin flag.
